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SUBJECT: PRESIDENT KENYATTA'S INDEPENDENCE DAY SPEECH ON KENYAN 
ECONOMIC SITUATION 

1 . SUMMARY: COMMEMORATING THIRTEEN YEARS OF INDEPE- 
NDENCE, KENYATTA REVIEWED THE COUNTRY'S ECONOMIC 
DIFFICULTIES AND ANNOUNCED THE PREPARATION OF A SESSIONAL 
PAPER DEVOTED TO THE ROUTE TO ECONOMIC RECOVERY. NEW PROGRAMS 
WILL INCLUDE RURAL ROAD CONSTRUCTION, RURAL INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
CENTERS, MULTI-PURPOSE COOPERATIVES TO FACILITATE DISTRIBUTION 

OF FARM INPUTS. THE PRESIDENT ALSO CITED OIL PRICE INCREASES 

AS A MAJOR IMPEDIMENT TO KENYAN ECONOMIC GROWTH AND HARFUL TO THE 

INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC SYSTEM. END SUMMARY. 

2. PRESIDENT KENYATTA'S ANNUAL JAMHURI (INDEPENDENCE) DAY 
SPEECH HIGHLIGHTED KENYA'S EFFORTS IN MOBILIZING DOMESTIC 
RESOURCES FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BUT WARNED THAT CURRENT 
CHALLENGES POSED BY INCREASING OIL PRICES AND WORLD-WIDE 
INFLATION WILL DEMAND EVEN GREATER SELF-SACRIFICE FROM 

THE WHOLE NATION. KENYATTA CITED TWO SPECIFIC PROBLEMS 
HAMPERING KENYA'S ATTEMPTS TO STIMULATE A STAGNATING 
ECONOMY - THE REPORTED INTENTIONS OF OIL-PRODUCING 
NATIONS TO INCREASE PRICES IN JANUARY 1977 ANDTHE EFFECTS 
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OF TRADE. THE PRESIDENT TOOK NOTE OF OPEC'S CLAIMS THAT THE 
NEW PRICES WOULD NOT HARM THE WORLD ECONOMY BUT, DISAGREEING, 
STATED THAT THIS COULD ONLY BE AN AUTOMATIC RESULT. 

3. THE PRESIDENT ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT A SESSIONAL PAPER 
ON KENYA'S ECONOMIC RECOVERY HAD BEEN PREPARED AND WILL 
BE SUBMITTED TO PARLIAMENT SHORTLY. PRIMARY EMPHASIS 
WILL BE ON RURAL DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS. WHICH HAVE BEEN 
RECEIVING THE BULK OF BUDGET FUNDING DURING THE 1974/78 
PLANNING PERIOD. 

4. OUTLINING FUTURE GOK-SPONSORED PROJECTS. KENYATTA 
MENTIONED THE CONSTRUCTION OF 14,000 KMS OF NEW RURAL 
ACCESS ROADS OVER THE NEXT FIVE YEARS, EXTENDED TRAINING 
PROGRAMS FOR THE NATIONAL YOUTH SERVICE, EMPHASIS ON 
VOCATIONAL EDUCATION CURRICULA IN TEACHERS COLLEGES, 

AND ESTABLISHMENT OF FOUR NEW INDUSTRIAL ESTATES. LATTER 
WILL BE SUPPLEMENTED BY PROPOSED ORGANIZATION OF 20 RURAL 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT CENTERS. IN ORDER TO PROVIDE 
ADEQUATE EXTENSION AND DISTRIBUTION SERVICES TO THE 
GROWING NUMBER OF SMALL-HOLDERS SPAWNED BY KENYA'S 
LAND SETTLEMENT SCHEMES, KENYATTA ANNOUNCED GOK PLANS 
TO CREATE NETWORK OF MULTI-PURPOSE RURAL COOPERATIVES. 

SUCH UNITS WILL BECOME PRINCIPAL CHANNELS FOR DISTRIBUTION 
OF BASIC FARM INPUTS. 

5. CONCLUDING HIS ADDRESS, THE PRESIDENT RECOGNIZED 
THAT, DESPITE SERIOUS EXTERNAL PRESSURES, KENYA MUST 
CONTINUE TO BE "OUTWARD-LOOKING 1 ' AND CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARDS WORLD UNDERSTANDING BASED ON PRINCIPLE OF 
MUTUAL RESPECT. 

6. COMMENT: FOR AN OCCASION TRADITIONALLY DEVOTED TO 
THE "PULL-TOGETHER" MOTTO OF THE KENYAN INDEPENDENCE 
MOVEMENT, KENYATTA APPROPRIATELY TRANSLATED THE PRE-REPUBLIC 
THEMES OF POLITICAL FREEDOM INTO THE CONTEXT 

OF TODAY'S EXTERNAL THREATS TO ECONOMIC PROGRESS. FOR 
KENYATTA, THE STRUGGLE IS WITH "PROBLEMS NOT OF OUR OWN 
MAKING." NEVERTHELESS, KENYA'S FUTURE GROWTH DEPENDS 
TO AN EVEN GREATER EXTENT ON RESOLVING INTERNAL ECONOMIC 
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AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS UNCONNECTED WITH RECENT SHOCKS TO 
THE WORLD MONETARY SYSTEM. THE GOK POLICY RESPONSES. 

THOUGH, SEEM TO OFFER ONLY PARTIAL SOLUTIONS. PERHAPS 
THE UPCOMING SESSIONAL PAPER WILL OFFER MORE VIGOROUS 
GUIDELINES THAN ITS RATHER 
BLAND JAMHURI DAY INTRODUCTION.
